, ** attached is a suggested reply, prepared for your signature 

to Mr. Braude's letter to the Director of 22 March 1958. ’ 

2 We propose cutting off Mr. Braude fairly short because we 
believe his proposal is quite visionary. He starts out with suggesting 
a new, non-Communist Russia in which there would be no political 
parses of any kind. Just how this would be achieved is obscure, but 
naving been achieved, the system would work on the basis of universal 
popular elections. Beginning with the population as a whole, a select 

^ oul - d be elected fr om which, in turn, smaller and smaller groups 
would be elected until a "truly representative" authority emerged at the 
top of the pyramid. The result is described as a "happy form of social 
organization never yet seen in the history of mankind /which will7 
Kindle in Russian hearts a flame of unheard-of uplift and enthusiasm. " 
As a down payment on this utopia, Mr. Braude requests $20, 000.
